That is the 
problem in the pauses in all these bat- 
tles—the race between the preparations 
of offense and defense. 

„In Flanders the process of wearing 
down the Germans by continuous bom- 
bardment, continuous air fighting and 
continuous infantry raids is being kept 
up and is having a far greater effect 
than the man in the street realizes. This 
effect is shown in the constant neces- 
sity imposed on the Germans of with- 
drawing and replacing units. The best 


way to illustrate this is to refer to the

BERLIN, Aug. 30, (via The Hague.)— 
General Pershing’s report, the alleged 
contents of which have reached Berlin 
via Spain, has of course created satis- 
faction among Germans at large, though 
discriminating minds are somewhat sus- 
picious about the American Govern- 
ment’s reasons for spreading it broad- 
cast. Major Ernest Moraht, the famous 
military writer, formerly of the Tage- 
blatt and now with the Deutsche Tages- 
zeitung, gave expression to this sus- 
picion in conversation with THD NEW 
York Times correspondent today. Since 
the report was transmitted by the spe- 
cial American correspondent of the 
Madrid paper A B C.“ however, 
Moraht thought it deserved serious con- 
sideration. 

‘I have always found the A B C 
independent and in the best sense 4 
neutral paper that ever since the begin- 
ning of the war has published reliable 
and valuable articles on the situation,” 
he said. If the report is correct, one 
can well imagine how badly the Amer- 
ican mood of fighting must be influ- 
enced. I consider it quite possible that 
Pershing should cause such surprise to 
the American nation. He is a sober ob- 
server and a very clever and distin- 
guished officer.. 

“It must not be assumed that an 
American officer of his name would be 
satisfied to simply accept French or 
English judgment. He would want to 
hear and see for himself. If Pershing 
did so he could not help but arrive at 
the conclusion set forth in his report. 
He must have received the impression 
that the German position was impreg- 
nable, because it must be remembered 
that up to now only advanced posts and 
crater positions have been attacked that 
were purposely weakly manned and not 
elaborately fortified. If, therefore, the 
English main bodies had such unsur- 
mountable difficulties to even approach 
within range of the guns there cannot 
be any doubt that in front of the Ger- 
man main position they must come to 
a dead stop. 

Hindenburg's method is to spare his 
troops as much as possible, and for this 
reason Pershing is correct in saying 
that Germanys human material is in- 
exhaustibie and will always remain so. 
But not only Germany, but also Austria- 
Hungary has, entered the fourth year of 
the war stronger and better organized 
than ever. Now that we have overcome 
the infantile diseases of the food ques- 
tion we cannot be defeated even by 
hunger, the occupied territories contrib- 
uting not inconsiderably to our supply.

DANIELS PROMISES _ 

FINISH FIGHT FOR PEACE 

Says Preparation Program Won't 
Be Abated a Jot for Any 


Rumors. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Aug. 30.— 
Secretary Daniels, speaking here today 
at the breaking of ground for the Gov- 
ernment armor plate and projectile 
plant, declared.that America was not 
only fighting for the democratic nations 
of the world, but was waging the 


battle of the people of the German Em- 


pire themselves.’’ 

Germany began this war for ‘a 
place in the sun,“ said the Secretary. 
“It has conducted it with the idea that 
it must have the place in the sun—and 
the only place. We believe that there 
can be no place in the sunshine for any 
nation on earth underneath the ominous 
shadow of the Prussian Eagle; no sun- 
shine even for the people of Germany 
themselves. 

“Unmoved by possibilities of material 
advantage or conquest, patient among 
aggravation ahd aggression, hoping 


this madness of the Imperial German 
Government would pass away, Amer- 
ica has at last drawn her sword, not 
only. for her own rights, not only for 
her own existence, but for the very 
existence of f om itself upon the 
earth, and it not be sheathed until 
victory 1s won.” 

Mr. Daniels said that in preparing 
for a terrible war the Navy is taking 
the surest means to bring about an 
early and effective peace. 

“Let there be no fear that rumors of 
peace or possibilities of a cessation of 
the struggle will cause us to remit one 
moment our activities on sea and 
shore,“ he said. ‘‘ Not until the peace 
treaty is actually signed will we remit 
one single item from our program of 
preparation. Our citizens need have no 
fear that we will be lulled into any re- 
laxation or deceived by the mirage of 


peace which is no peace into slackening 
of our activities.’’ 


Mr. Daniels said that the ceremony 
of the day was the concrete declara- 


tion of a new national policy in the 
making of weapons of war.“. 
5 We have at last learned,“ he said, 
that the Government itself must be 
able to manufacture all kinds of 
weapons it needs for national defense 
amd the maintenance of national rights. 
This does not necessarily imply that 
the Government must be the * manu- 
facturer of munitions. It does mean

ever needs, in whole or in part, 
conditions demand. 

“We have too long looked almost 
solely to the private manufacture of 
weapons of war, with the result that 
when we entered upon this struggle our 
facilities were wholly inadequate for our 
needs. As a result, under pressure we 
have been forced to hastily provide in- 
creased capacity at large expenditure 
of money and loss of time. Neglect to 
build Government plants has made us 
dependent upon private corporations 
which were already crowded with or- 
ders from other nations. Most ef them 
are responding to the call made upon 
them in a way to call for commenda- 
tion; but if the recommendations of 
those who believed in larger munition 
Plants and larger shipbuilding yards 
owned ae the Government een 
earlier adopted, the country would to- 
day be congratulating itself upon its 

* e Congressional, appropriation 
had been expended when voted in = 
this country would have saved any mill- 
lons of dollars and would itself now own 
the necessary plants to supply its large 
program of construction.

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Fixing 92.20 a 
bushel as the price of No. 1 Northern 
Spring Wheat and limiting millers’ prof- 
its to 25 cents a barrel means approxi- 
mately $12.50 a barrel for flour at Chi- 
cago, or about 60 cents under today’s 
prices. It means a price at New York,

a barrel. 


Today's Spring wheat was quoted at 
13.10 a barrel, with new Spring and 

inter wheat flours approxiaately 81 
and $1.60, respectively, lower. 

The market at today’s close on No. 1 
Northern Spring wheat was $2.38 to 
$2.45 a bushel, with No. 2 Northern 
Spring quoted at $2.30 to $2.40, No. 2 
r at $2. and No. 2 hard wheat at 
2.25 to $2.28. About 4% bushels of

SOLDIERS’ INSURANCE. 

The Soldiers and Sailors Insurance 
bill, which has been reported favor- 
ably to the House, has the great and 
solid merit of providing a substitute 
for the pension system. The abuses 


of that system have been notorious. | 


Under it pensions have been too often 
treated as political favors. Neither 
the need nor the merit of the ap- 
plicant, or of whole classes of bene- 
fictaries, but the political interest of 
parties “and Congressmen, has been 
the ruling consideration, The just 
obligation of the people to its defend- 
ers has been turned into a political 
obligation, and pensions have been 
made, in too large a measure, a part 
of the spoils. 

The Pension Committees of ths 
House and Senate are naturally 
averse to the proposed change, and 
the insurance companies tremble at 
its immense cost. No doubt, it may 
cost a great deal of money. The 
country is ready to pay for it. The 
war, continually increased for and 
always subject to political motives, 
could be estimated by a mathematician 
of high imagination, familiar with 
the relation between pensions and 
votes. The Government is now pay- 
ing some $160,000,000 a year for 
pensions. Apply the old system to 
the immense armies which we are 
raising, and the disbursements for 
pensions would reach an incredible 

The Government should be fair, 
just, and liberal to the soldiers and 
sailors and their dependents, It must 
be just to itself also. The Soldiers 
and Sailors Insurance bill seems to 
answer both requirements, It gives 
compensation for death or disability, 
provides a grafuated scale of pay- 
ment to dependents in proportion to 
number or degrees of relationship, 
offers to efficera and men optional 
insurance of from §1,000 to §5,000 
during the war only, and insures edu- 
cational and vocational training for 
honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailors; -

THE SECOND-CLASS ZONES. 
The Senate, having 4 oned the 
fll-conceived plan to impose a ‘special 
profits tax on all publications listed as 
second-class’ matter, has adopted an 
amendment to the War Revenue Dill, 
proposed by Senator MOKELLAB of 
Tennessee, establishing a zone system 
for second-class matter and a new 
system of rates ranging from 1 cent 
a pound for the first zone, under 800 
miles, to 6 cents for the eighth zone, 
over 1,800 miles. Obviously, the adop- 
tion of this system as a means of 
increasing the revenues will work no 
injustice in the case of the magazines 
which circulate in large numbers all 
over the country. The magazine pub- 
lisher can save himself from loss by 
a slight increase in the selling price 
of his publication, and the increase 
can be made so small that it will not 
perceptibly affect his circulation. In 
the case of the daily newspapers, how- 
ever, the increase of governmental 
revenues would be small under the 
proposed plan, while the publishers 
would inevitably be subjected to losses. 
Very few newspapers circulate ex- 
tensively beyond the 300-mile zone. 
For the few copies, comparatively 
speaking, that go to distant points, 
the price of the newspaper cannot 
well be raised to meet the increase of 
rate. A newspaper sells at retail for 
one to three cents. Some of the more 
prosperous journals, to be sure, cir- 
culate far beyond the city of publica- 
tion, but in diminishing numbers of 
copies as the distance increases.

Even Charles 
Sumner, it is said, shared in the opin- 
ion these men held as to Mr. Lincoln's 
“limitations,” and thought a change 
of candidate desirable, but only with 
Mr. Lincoln’s free and voluntary with- 
drawal.” The same position was taken 
by Senator Collamer and the Hon. John 
Jay. 

A week later Thurlow Weed, in a let- 
ter, wrote: When, ten days since, I 
wrote to Mr. Lincoln that his re-election 


was an impossibility, I also told him 


that the information would soon come 
to him through other channels. It has 
doubtless ere this reached him. At any 
rate, nobody here doubtg it, nor do I 
see. anybody from other States Who 
authorizes the slightest hope of success. 
Mr. Raymond, [editor of TRI New 
York Trans, ] who has just left me, 
says that unless some prompt and bold 
step be now taken, all is lost. The peo- 
ple are wild for peace.“ 

Evidently Thurlow Weed’s emphatic 
way of declaring the impossibility of 
the President's re-election, together with 
the information that doubtless soon 
reached the White House through 
other channels,“ made the designed im- 
pression. Indeed, on the very day in 
which Mr. Weed wrote to Mr. Seward, 
the President penned the following 
memorandum: 

“This morning, as for some days past, 
it seems exceedingly probable that this 
Administration will not be re-elected. 
Then At will be my duty to so co-operate 
with the Rresident-elect as to save the 
Union between the election and the in- 
auguration, as he will have secured his 
election on such ground that he can- 
not possibly save it afterward.” 

The depression in Democratic ranks 
found expression in the nominatton of 
General McClellan on a platform desig- 
nating as a fallure the attempt “ to 
restore the Union by the experiment of 
war.“ 

This depression in the North, occa- 
sioned by political conditions, was very 
much deepened by military conditions. 
I was wounded at the battle of Cold 
Harbor, June 8, 1864. When, with the 
wounded, I was moved to White House 


Landing, where we were transferred to 


steamers which were to take us to Wash- 
ington, as the ambulances stopped a 
member of the Christian Commission, a 
clergyman, whom I had known as a fel- 
low-student in college, came to the am- 
bulances to assist in removing the 
wounded, He secured for me needed as- 
sistance, and, as the surgeon was at- 
tending to my wound, he ald. We 
are never going to beat those fellow.“ 
He had been in the rear of three 
great battles, had been impressed by our 
great losses and also by the pessimistic 
reports of army followers, I assured

But Lincoln was renominated. The 
day following that on which Thurlow 
Weed wrote to Mr. Seward stating that 
he had told the President he could not 
be re-elected, Mobile surrendered. A 
few days later Sherman captured At- 
lanta. The first of Sheridan’s brilliant 
victories over Early in the Shenandoah 
Valley was won on Sept. 19, and 
the nation was thrilled by the victor's 
report, “ We have sent them whirling 
through Winchester.“ 

On Sept. 20 Thurlow Weed wrote to 
Mr. Seward, announcing the collapse of 
the conspiracy against Mr. Lincoln.“ 
Sept. 23, at Fisher’s Hill, Sheridan 
again defeated Early, capturing sixty 
cannon and 1,000 prisoners. But most 
thrilling of all in this valley campaign 
was the announcement of the great vic- 
tory at Cedar Creek on Oct. 19, when, 
hurrying from Winchester after a short 
visit in Washington, Sheridan arrived in 
season to turn defeat into a crowning 
victory—an announcement that awak- 
ened contagious enthusiasm’ throughout 
the North, and forever silenced the 
voices of those who had ‘declared the 
war a failure. 


In fact, before the close of September, 
Lincoln’s doubts as to his re-election 
had fled. The September elections in 
Maine and Vermont were interpreted as 
prophetic of coming victory. The Oc- 
tober elections of the great States of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Indiana empha- 
sized the significance of the September 
elections. . 

If there were those who still looked 
forward with grave apprehensions to 
Nov. as there were—the President was 
not one of them. When Hon. E. B. 


Washburn of Illinois, one of Mr. Linz 


coln’s strong supporters, wrote to him 
on Oct. 17, *‘ It is no use to deceive our- 
‘selves, * * * There is imminent danger 
of our losing the State,” Mr. Lincoln 
wrote on the envelope, Stampeded,’’ 
Mr. Lincoln's victory was complete, the 
President recelving 212 electoral votes, 
while only 22, those of New Jersey, 
Maryland, and Kentucky, went to Mo- 
Clellan. 

From that time the Confederacy began 
to crumble rapidly. The men in Lee’s 
army began to desert in larger numbers 
as the months went by, and the remnant 
of the veterans who so stoutly withheld 
ts at Cold Harbor numbered at Ap- 
pomattox only about eighteen thousand!
